Typewriter Prints 
90,000 Characters 


Canadian stenographers who 
have been bothered with typewrit- 
ers that do not spell very well 
might shudder at the thought of 
operating a new Chinese typewrit- 
er, invented by Dr. Lin Yutang, 
the distinguished philosopher and 
author. This machine can print 


use of various combinations of 


its 72 symbol keys and eight 
printing keys. What scope for 
typographical errors!, exclaims 


The Edmcnton Journal. 


The typewriter, product of 30 
years’ work by Dr. Lin, measures 
only 14 by 18 by nine inches and 
weighs little more than 50 pounds. 
It is an enormous improvement 
on earlier efforts in the way of 
Chinese typewriters, one of which 
resembled a pipe organ in size and 
was sharply limited in the. num- 
ber of Chinese characters that it 
could print, 

Dr. Lin’s machine has 36 upper 
and 28 lower keys, representing 
the upper and lower parts of a 
Chinese character, The ~ pressing 
of an upper and lower key brings 
into printing position a unit of 
eight words in the same category. 
The typist sees these eight words 
in the magic eye of the machine 
and chooses the one he wants by 
pressing one of the eight printing 
keys. 

Chinese language and literature 
experts are enthusiastic over the 
possibilities of the machine, which 
will, be mass-produced in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Chinese documents and letters 
at present are all written manual- 
ly. Their books and newspapers 
are set by hand, and they must 
depend on a numerical code for 
sending telegrams, so enormous is 
the number of Chinese characters. 
The new -typewriter opens the 
way for a great advafice in Chi- 
nese, writing, printing, filing and 
other associated fields

Forced Labor 
On Large Scale 
Found In Russia 


(The following is a review in the 
Christian Science Monitor of a 
new book, “Forced Labor In 5So- 
viet Russia”). 

“Forced Labor in Soviet Russia”, 
by David J. Dallin and Boris I. 
Nicolaevsky, is one of the saddest 
books that has recently appeared 
in any language. It describes in 
much detail a practice which the 
authors compare to human slavery 
at its worst. It is rather loosely 
thrown together, somewhat repi-- 
titious and not perfectly organized. 
But. it contains much terrible ma- 
terial, the basic authenticity of 
which one cannot reasénably doubt. 


What the book appears to show. 
is that forced labor is found in 
Soviet Russia on a large scale, that 
it has become a basic part of So- 
viet economy, that it is accompan- 
ied by flagrant inhumanity, that 
it is not decreasing. 

The number of such forced labor- 
ers is placed at from 10 to 12 mil- 
‘lion men by Mr. Dallin—in afdi- 
tion to a million or more women, 
This is said by the chief author to 
represent more than one in seven 
adult male inhabitants of the U.S.- 
SR,

One of the most impressive sec- 
tions of the book is Chapter IV, 
entitled “How Many Camps and 
Prisoners?” It lists 125 forced- 
labor camps by name. 

The camps themselves —- some 
small, others enormous—resemble 
well- guarded penitentiaries, They 
contain professional criminals, un- 
faithful Soviet functionaries, and 
political offenders. The profession- 
al criminals are said to live the 
best and to play leading roles in 
the camps.

The authors consider forced la- 
bor an inevitable result of the So- 
viet system, evolving from political 
concentration camps and obliga- 
tory labor. They call the Soviet 
claim of “economi¢ democracy” de- 
ceptive and ask: “If this is econo- 
mic democracy, what is slavery?” 

They say that the widespread, 
relentlessly applied forced labor 
shows how the Soviet system is 
reviving and augmenting the worst 
features of Czarist Russia. 

The practice of forced labor on 
a large scale in Soviet Russia seems 
proved beyond question. It is one 
concomitant of the Communist ex- 
periment,

Several nights 
of ldte we have visited the local 
restaurants around 11 at night. 
Where we used to find a group of 
teeners drinking cokes, necking in 
public, smoking and making a lot of 
noise, we now find older people, 
quietly having a cup of coffee, before 
going home. ' 

This column is being written in a 
hotel room, many miles from the 
home port. The time is 10.30 p.m., 
and we have just come in from a 
tour of restaurants and local hang- 
outs. We mentioned that this was a 
town. That is wrong. It’s a city. We 
saw no drunks, we saw no teeners 
loitering around anywhere, and that 
certainly was not the picture a few 
months ago. 

There are fewer juvenile crimes 
reported in the papers, fewer cases 
of car accidents involving teeners at 
night. This must be very encourag- 
ing to polffe, to school teachers and 
above alf to parents. 

The situation, as we see it, is 
simply this: The war is over and we 
are getting back to a pre-war stand- 
ard of living, even if prices are still 
sky-high. : 

Now don’t get us wrong. This 
column is not being written’ just to 
make you kids out there believe you 
are a bunch of angels. Far from it. 
There are still a good many stinkers 
among you; many of you will never 
be anything else. But for the most 
part, juvenile delinquency is on the 
downhill slide, and let's all keep it 
going in that direction.

British inventors have come up 
with a new two-ton mechanical 
“brain” hailed as 25 times smarter 
than its smartest American count- 
erpart 

Dr. M. V. Wilkes, Director of 
the Cambridge University Mathe- 
matical Laboratory, said the Uni- 
versity-built memory monster was 
nearly finished. : 

“It may make discoveries in en- 
gineering, astronomy, and atomic 
physics,” he told a reporter, “It 
may even solve economic and phil- 
osophical problems too tomplicated 
for us. 

“There are many vital questions 
we wish to put to it.” 

Dr. _ Wilkes said the machine 
could handle 500 numbers ten de- 
cimals long. He said the best Ame- 
rican “brain” built in Philadelphia 
for the American Army, handled> 
only 20 such numbers. 

The Cambridge “brain” has been 
nicknamed “EDSAC,” because its 
full name, the natural scientist. ex- 
plained, is “electronic delay storage 
automatic calculator.”

A brief review of a new koda-chrome-colour production of the 
National Film Board — Now being shown in many 
Ontario communities on the Rural Circuit 

Film Programmes 


How do you keep skilled farm 
fabour from drifting to the towns 
and. cities? At this time of year, 
when the crop is in, and work in 
the ficlds comes slowly to a 
standstill, many farmers will be 
faced with the prospect.of losing 
the skilled workers they have been 
wsing during the busy season. 


This problem — which has 
wexed Canadian farmers since 
ager days—has been brought up 

discussion in a new film pro- 
duced by the National Film 
Board for the Department of La- 
our in association with many 
federal and provincial farm-labour 
committees. It is entitled, “Work- 
ers on the Land,” and is being 
shown this fall in many . Ontario 
communities on the rural circuit 
film programmes. 


Produced last year in koda- 
chrome-colour, and running for 
mearly twenty minutes, “Work- 
ere on the Land” takes you to a 

Canadian farm, and tells 
the story of how “three people at- 
tempted to overcome the problem 
of losing the hired man.. 

The Hired Man Wants to Quit 

In the opening scenes, you see 
am average Canadian farm, and 
you hear of the work that has beén 
put into it as the farmer and the 


hired man return to the farmhouse 
after.» day's work. Then, at the 
supper table, when the mén have 
been joined by the farmer's wife, 
you hear the words which form 
the basis of the whole film: the 


hired man announces that he 
plans to leave the farm. 
Immediately, the farmer and 


his wife ask—“Why?” Have they 
not treated him well? Does he not 
like the work? Yes—the hired man 
has been treated well, and he likes 
the work. But the work is  only_ 
seasonal, and the hired man has 
plans for getting married — and 
to do that he needs a steady all- 
year-round job, So, he has thought 
it over, and he is going to the city 
to find a job which will pay him 
all year round. : 
Talking Things Over! 

Then the farmer, his wife, and 
the hired man get into a discus- 
sion on this problem, and the 
farmer gradually builds up what 
he considers to be a plan to over- 
come it, In the first place, the 
farmer considers the fact that 
most of his work is concentrated 
in the summer months, leaving the 
winter for doing repairs and odd 
chores. As he thinks, it occurs to 
him that perhaps he could even 
things out a little, and spread the 
work out over the whole year. To 
do this, he could balance livestock 
farming with ficld crops, poultry 
raising with winter dairying, and 
80 On, 

Making Life More Attractive! 


As he thinks about it—about 
how he could raise feeder steers, 
early lambs, and more pigs arid 
chickens—he sees that this work 
would bring in more money, and 
that from this extra income he 
could afford to pay the hired man 
to stay with him all year round. 
This would mean a lot to the hired 
man; he could stay in the coun-

try where his skill would keep 
him ih work, instead of going to 
the city where he would run the 
risk of unemployment. 


As the discussion continues be- 
tween the three pcople, the hired 
man ‘sees that there is no reason 
why_he could not do this. If some 
of the work would be new to him, 
he could take advantage of the ad- 
vice of extension service workers, 
or even take some of the short 
courses and field demonstrations 
given by provincial agricultural 
colleges. 


But What If He Marries? 


Of course, up to this point, one 
important aspect of the problem 
has been left out: that is, assum- 
ing that the hired man does work 
all year round on the farm, and is 
able to get married, where will he 
and his bride live? Again the three 
discuss the matter, and the farm- 
the conclusion that 
it would be worth his while to 
provide housing right on his farm 
for the young couple, This, he ad- 
mits, is just one solution to this 
problem, but he thinks it will 
work on a good number of farms, 
and that it would be profitable as 
well, because of the greater 
amount of all year round work he 
and the hired man would be able 
to do. 


“Workers on the Land” does 
not stop at this point. It goes on 
to discuss efficiency in the layout 
of-the farm and the farm build- 
ings. To film. this section, the 
production crew “shot” ‘sequences 
from a great “many” Canadian 
farms where time~-ard labour sav- 
ing plans have been worked out. 
There are also animated diagrams 
illustrating the principles’ of such 
changes and renovations. 


Thought-Provoking Picture 


All in all, this is a thought pro- 
voking film, which has been com- 
posed of camera work representing 
a cross-section of Canadian farm 
life. You may not agree with the 
conclusions of the farmer who 
plays the leading role but you will 
find his ideas are worth discuss- 
ing. 

*Workers on the Land” is be- 
ing shown as the feature film on 
one of the regular rural circuit 
film programmes, which runs for 
approximately an hour and a half.

What Shall I 
Write About? 


Many of my readers express re- 
gret in not knowing what to write 
about when requesting an analysis 
of their handwriting. Other readers 
write, “I do not know whether or 
not you will be able to read my 
handwriting for there are times 
when I cannot read it myself.” 

What you write about in your 
letter has little consequence in 
making an analysis of your 
writing. The important thing in 
analyzing script for character ana- 
lysis is the strokes you use in mak- 
ing the script. It makes:no differ- 
ence whether 
steel pen or a fountain pen or even 
a goose quill. It is the formation 

f the strokes and the contour of 
the letters and numbers that reveal 
one’s characteristics, personal ten- 
dencies and habits, The implements 
or tools of writing do not enter 
into the analysis for the script may 
even be written by a person with 
artificial hands; in extraordinary 
cases, by a boy or a girl born with- 
out hands having learned to write 
by holding a pen between the teeth 
or between the toes. Whatever the 
method is, the analysis is made 
from the formation of the strokes 
and not from the method used to 
make the strokes. 

If your handwriting is not what 
you would like it to be, there should 
be no reason for regret. Your writ- 
ing is one way of expressing 
thought,.and what you think, you 
will write.

GOLDEN TEXT — He that 
hath the Son hath life; and he that 
hath not the Son of God hath not 
life.

“Only this morning,” said Jasper 
Miner, “I banded 240 birds. To 
band 3,000 birds, we must catch 
6,000 in the. trap.” In other words, 
the Miners have banded so many 
birds down through the years that 
out of the 6,000, half of them are 
@ld-timers. 

It was a sight one does not soon 
forget to stand and watch hund- 
dreds of ovr wild Canadian Geese 
goar through the air and come to 
rest on the huge lake, north of the 
Miner residence. 

At four in the afternoon, the men 
take s wagon load of corn to the 
fake for the birds. From then 
antil sunset about 8 to 4,000 birds 
come in to feed, From the first 
freexe-up in the north country the 
birds start to migrate. You will 
atill have time to see them if you 
happen to be in the Kingsville area.
